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INTER-STATE MEETING OF CHIROPODISTS 


New York, New Jersey and Pennsylvania Representatives Attend 
Meeting in Philadelphia and Learn that Temple College Will 
Institute a Chair of Chiropody—Graduates to Get Degree 
of M.Cp.—Clinics to Be Opened This Spring. 


The Chiropody Society of Pennsylva- 
nia held an inter-state meeting of New 
York, New Jersey and Pennsylvania at 
the hotel Adelphia, Philadelphia, Tues- 


day, January 5 at 8:30 pm. Prior to 
the meeting the following attended the 
dinner: John M. Baldy, M.D., Wilmer 
Krusen, M.D., H. G. Norton, M.D., 
Frank C. Hammond, M.D., Arthur B. 
Eaton, Ernest C. Stanaback, Ernest 
Graff, Alfred Joseph, Fred C. Smith, 
Adam M. Hall, Alonzo V. Lambert, 
Arthur Sharpe, W. Ashton Kennedy, 
Lily M. Hall, William B. Beedle, Frank 
A. Thompson, M.D., and James R. 
Bennie. 

It was expected that Dr. Maurice J. 
Lewi, president of the School of Chi- 
ropody of New York, Dr. Augustus V. 
Downing, Commissioner of Higher Edu- 
cation of the State of New York, and 
Dr. Alexander Marcy, president of the 
Board of Medical Examiners of New 
Jersey would be present, but Dr. Lewi 
was ill and unable to attend, and Dr. 
Marcy sent a letter of regret as he had 
made previous engagements. Dr. Down- 
ing was unavoidably detained. 

The meeting was well attended by 
the members of the Pennsylvania so- 
ciety. 

Dr. James R. Bennie delivered a short 
address and then introduced Dr. John 
M. Baldy, president of the Bureau of 
Medical Education and Licensure who 
delivered an address on the topic of 
“What Should be the Attitude of the 
Medical Profession Toward the Prac- 
tice of Chiropody.” 

Dr. Wilmer Krusen, president of Tem- 
ple University Association was then in- 
troduced and narrated events which led 
to the establishment of a chair of chi- 
ropody at Temple University. Frank 
Thompson, M.D., will be dean, and 
some of the able members of the Chi- 
ropody Society of Pennsylvania will be 
on the staff of instructors. 

Dr. H.G. Norton, secretary of the New 
Jersey Board of Medical Examiners was 
then introduced and his address was 
well received. 


A resolution was adopted to the ef- 
fect that the N. A. C. recommend to 
the A. M. A. that the latter indorse 
chiropody as a branch of medicine. 

Frank C. Hammond, M.D., dean of 
Temple University, department of med- 
icine, delivered an address. 

Ernest C. Stanaback, president of the 
National Association of Chiropodists, 
spoke on “Ethics of Chiropody.” 

Arthur B. Eaton, counselor to the 
Chiropody Society of Pennsylvania had 
for his topic “Co-operation Plus Legis- 
lation for the Uplift of Chiropody.” 

Although not on the schedule, Presi- 
dent Bennie called upon Alfred Joseph, 
secretary of the School of Chiropody of 
New York and he dwelt upon matters 
pertaining to the School.

WELCOME. 
Address of James R. Bennie. 


President Chiropody Society of Pennsylvania. 


Under the title of “Welcome” I 
know of no more appropriate time than 
the present to extend to our guests and 
visitors the compliments of the sea- 
son. On behalf of the officers and 
members of the Chiropody Society of 
Pennsylvania I extend a most cordial 
greeting and wish you a most pros- 
perous and Happy New Year. May 
the coming year be the brightest and 
most successful in the lives of the 
men who are endeavoring, through their 
unselfish motives, to assist us in our 
life’s work. 

Regarding those practising chirop- 
ody, I shall divide them into three 
classes. The first is a class who are 
not in sympathy with us. They are 
the “pull backs” who are working for 
their own personal gain regardless of 
the effect that their acts may have 
upon the ethical standard of our pro- 
fession. The second class are those 
who have at all times refused to af- 
filiate with us; they seem to be sat- 
isfied with their position in life; they 
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are willing to let the other fellow spend 
his time and money for the uplift of 
our profession. They say, “What need 
I bother with a society or association; 
I am established.” My friends, can 
you realize anything more selfish in 
life? I am afraid that this class will 
never get very far in this world, for 
you cannot take more out of it than 
you put in. The third class I term 
the progressive; they realize the ad- 
vantages of belonging to a society. 
There lies the foundation of success 
There is where we acquire knowledge. 
I am sure that none of us are over- 
burdened with it. 

If we wish to advance our practice to 
that of a profession where we can 
command the same respect that is ac- 
corded the other branches of the heal- 
ing art, we must by our individual acts 
and as a society prove ourselves worthy 
of consideration. 

Bear in mind that you must do some- 
thing to elevate yourself and your pro- 
fession before you can expect others 
to take up your cause and work for 
you. 

We have guests with us this evening 
who stand at the head of their pro- 
fession; they are ready and willing to 
assist us in advancing legislation for 
the uplift of chiropody in other states 
providing we prove worthy of the cause. 

Although we are young. not yet six 
years old, we have accomplished a great 
deal. As most of you know, we have 
been confronted by many obstacles and 
have surmounted them because we 
have maintained a most perfect unit, 
working and striving for the uplift and 
improvement of our profession along 
ethical and scientific lines. 

I take this opportunity of thanking 
you for your support, for without it 
we could have accomplished nothing 
I feel that the members who have as- 
sisted us in our work have been honest 
not only to themselves but also to the 
profession. 

Now, if you wish to advance with 
your profession and accomplish the 
greatest amount of good you must join 
not only your state society but also 
the National Association of Chiropo- 
dists. 

There are at the present time about 
twelve state chiropody societies en- 
deavoring to jyecure laws regulating 
and licensing the practice of chiropody 
The National Association through its 
officers are giving them every possible 
assistance. We find that if we can 
create a favorable impression among 
the members of the State Medical So- 


cieties that it will be of great assistance 
to them. Therefore I offer the follow- 
ing set of resolutions for your consid- 
eration: 

Resolved, That it is the sentiment of 
the National Association of Chiropo- 
dists, as represented by this body, that 
no branch of medicine or surgery is so 
unimportant as not to merit the care 
and control of the medical bodies in 
the various States of the Union; and 

Be It Further Resolved, That the 
care of the human foot in a scientific 
manner should be a part of the teach- 
ing and practice of the various medical 
colleges. 

Be It Further Resolved. That until 
such time as the medical colleges es- 
tablish a department of chiropody and 
furnish an education sufficient for the 
practising of chiropody, that schools of 
chiropody maintaining a proper acade 
mic and professional standard, should 
be recognized by the boards of licensure 
of the various states. 

Be It Further Resolved, That the 
practice of chiropody should be regu- 
lated by law in the various states in 
the Union so that the public may be 
safeguarded from the charlatans and 
the incompetent. 

Be It Further Resolved, That a copy 
of these resolutions be sent to the 
secretary of the American Medical As- 
sociation.

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| WHAT SHOULD BE THE ATTITUDE OF THE MEDICAL 
PROFESSION TOWARDS THE PRACTICE OF CHIROPODY? 
Address by J. M. Baldy, M. D. 


President of Pennsylvania Bureau of Medical Education and Licensure. 





This is the second time I have had 
the pleasure of addressing you after a 
good dinner. It always cheers one to 
speak on a full stomach and frequently 
cheers those who have to listen to it 
to have a full stomach. Your chair- 
man has given me a somewhat diffi- 
cult title, for the reason that he has 
asked me to speak for a large body 
of men, who from time immemorial 
have known themselves to be rather 
narrow in their views—this is the med- 
ical profession. We medical men have 
gotten out of touch with the world in 
our intense interest in our scientific 
work and have become necessarily rou- 
tine and narrow and a great many have 
become somewhat bigoted. You have 
reason, yourself, to realize what this 
word means; you have been one of 
the sufferers in this respect. The great- 
est sufferer, however, is medicine itself, 
and until medical men waken up and 
enter more broadly into the world’s 
affairs and realize the world’s point of 
view of semi-medical subjects, medicine 
never will become as useful to the com- 
munity at large as it should. Almost 
all tendency at the present age is 
towards specialism. There are very few 
men who do not specialize in some one 
line or another, sometimes by choice 
and sometimes by circumstances. This 
tendency in itself has made the rank 
and file of medicine more narrow, and 
the profession has not risen up to the 
heighth to which the community ex- 
pects it to arise. 

We are here to do things and not 
to theorize—we are not all “Billy Sun- 
days.” Medicine is a practical matter 
meeting practical ends and meeting 
bodily ailments as they arise, and there 
is no ailment so slight but that it 
should occupy a high position in the 
mind of the physician. The smallest 
ailment of the human body should be 
as sacred to the medical man as the 
largest, and it makes ne difference 
be it the brain, the body or the foot. 
It is all suffering, and it is that for 
which we are all here, namely, to cure 
all that it is possible to cure. It is 
that for which we are on the earth 
and in business—to learn how to alle- 
viate suffering, to disperse it or to 
thrust it out of the world as the case 


may be, so far as in our power lies. 
It is no wonder that men who are 
tied down to the office and sick room 
should become narrow, especially when 
we remember how environment domi- 
nates our judgment. Therefore, many 
small things in the medical profession 
have been neglected by the medical 
man. What is the result? There has 
grown up in the community an innu- 
merable number of cults, each assuming 
part of the duties of general medicine. 
We have the osteopath, Christian Sci- 
entist, the chiropractor, the neuropath, 
etc. Medical men have held their 
heads so high that they have lost sight 
of these things and what is good in 
them; the time has come when all of 
these things must be gathered into the 
body of medicine, where they belong. 
They are all medicine and the people 
who practise these minor branches have 
got to be brought undér state legis- 
lation where they can be controlled, 
and thus will be assured to the commu- 
nity that the man who has a state li- 
cense to practise these branches has 
passed through the proper tests and 
knows his business. The client can 
thus have the assurance that that in- 
dividual is competent to deliver the 
goods, and that he is not paying some- 
thing and getting nothing. There is a 
great field for these minor branches; 
disreputable people have used them 
wrongly. They have not only done a 
gross injustice to those who are doing 
right, they are not only doing gross 
infustice to medicine, but they are 
robbing the people right and left, and 
after all it is the people who suffer, 
when the state allows any man to prac- 
tise any branch without being assured 
of his competency. So it is with chi- 
ropody. You have gone through the 
same neglect and opposition as have 
all the others. You have fallen at va- 
rious times, but there always come 
better times. 

When a parent realizes that a child 
is growing up in the family, he cherish- 
es that child and educates it, and 
teaches it. He educates the body of 
the child as well as its mind into a 
good, healthy, sound condition, and 
having brought it to maturity he gives 
it the implements with which it can 
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step out into life, and do for itself, 
where it can be of help to the family 
and a useful unit in the community. 
This is the attitude the medical pro- 
fession should adopt to these branches 
of medicine—the chiropodist, the neu- 


ropath, the Christian Scientist, the 
midwife—and it should be treated as 
such. 

In 1911 the medical profession, 


through the then prospective bureau of 
medical education and licensure prom- 
ised chiropody they would take them 
under their care. In 1913 the Bureau 
of Medical Education and Licensure 
took up chiropody, regulated it, licen- 
sed it, and brought it into the posi- 
tion of a full and mature manhood 
There yet remains the one thing—to 
put into the hands of this child the 
implements to develop itself and de- 
velop its own work to its full measure 
This is a school of chiropody. Last 
spring at your annual banquet the 
medical profession promised that inso- 
far as it lay in its power it would not 
rest until it had given this school to its 
child, chiropody. You will hear more 
in detail from the next speaker re- 
garding this school. Such a school has 
become a fact today and chiropody is 
in the position of a full-grown man- 
regulated with the dignity of state li- 
censure and with a school of its own, 
and the future is in its own hands, the 
result depending largely upon the char- 
acter of the men performing the work. 
It now remains to see whether the 
child will disgrace the parent or the 
child so conduct itself as to make the 
parent feel proud of it. In this con- 
nection there are a number of things 
to be considered. Every branch which 
has arisen in almost any science in the 
beginning has acquired bad habits 

What I have to say now may not be 
quite as pleasing as you may care to 
hear, but we have to face faults as 
well as virtues, and the correction of 
the faults sometimes means success or 
failure. Other branches of medicine 
have fallen before you. The State of 
Pennsylvania in the regulation of chi 
ropody has delayed taking up with 
yourselves and your representatives 
the description and limitation of what 
chiropody is, and have done so advis- 
ably until such time as chiropody itself 
would be on such a basis as to realize 
just what they wanted and just where 
they wanted the limitation to be. The 
second thing they had delayed taking 
up has been that referred to us by the 
president of your National Society, 
namely, the affixes and prefixes—the 
use and abuse of the word “doctor.” 


ITEMS 


The School of Chiropody of New York 
gives the degree of “Master of Chirop- 
ody” and not “Doctor of Chiropody.” 
The Bureau of Medical Education and 
Licensure is not a degree-conferring 
body. We have no power to confer a 
degree. You have no right and no citi- 
zen has a right to use or employ the 
degree of any profession he has not 
earned; for instance, if one of you have 
attended a school which is legally in- 
corporated and legally authorized to 
confer a degree of “Doctor of Chirop 
ody,” then you have the right to use 
this title. The mere fact that you 
have a license to practice chiropody 
does not give you the right to use the 
title of doctor; if you have this title 
you must use it as “Doctor of Chirop- 


ody” and not just Dr. Jones or Dr 
Smith. If you have no degree con- 


ferring the title on you then you have 
no right to use it in any way. These 
are largely matters of ethics, and when 
the plain truth is told, John Jones 
chiropodist, is far the more dignified 
and does not savor of fraud and de- 
ception. If you want to aid the Bu- 
reau of Medical Education, and if you 
wish us to aid you to secure that 
which you need in the various states, 
then you do not want to offend: the 
sense of those who have been in the 
past opposed to you. This is a matter 
that we will take up shortly with your 
authorities in the proper spirit, and we 
hope to be met on that basis, and I 
can assure you that if you will take 
the proper position in this matter and 
keep your skirts clean, you will make 
it exceedingly easv to swing the rest 
of the country to do what has been 
done in Pennsylvania and New York 

I have said more than I intended 
to say, and I will not go on and put 
myself in the position of some friends 
of mine at a meeting held in Phila- 
delphia shortly before Christmas. There 
was a long list of after-dinner speakers, 
and the first few addresses were very 
long and very tiresome. One of the 
best speakers of the evening was listed 
towards the end; when it came his 
turn to speak he arose with a wearied 
look, took out his watch, looked at it 
and said: “I will begin with a short 
story. John Jones was. visiting his 
girl. She weighed two hundred pounds. 
or more, and at once seated herself 
on his lap. About eleven o'clock she 
said, ‘John, are you tired?’ ‘Well,’ 
he said, ‘at ten o'clock I was tired. 
but now -I am paralyzed;’” therefore. 
to avoid a similar reproach by those 
who follow me, I shall end.

CO-OPERATION PLUS LEGISLATION FOR THE UPLIFT , 
OF CHIROPODY. 
Address of Arthur B. Eaton. 


Counselor to the Chiropody Society of Pennsylvania 





Mr. President, ladies and gentlemen: 

It is very pleasant, indeed, to have 
nice things said about you when you 
are put on the rear benches and the 
real speakers and dignitaries of the 
evening are asked to occupy the front 
pews. I do not object to this but I 
suppose you have been noticing when 
the end of your program was to come 
and having noticed my name at the 
bottom and being good Philadelphians 
who read the Evening Bulletin you 
have said, “The worst is yet to come.” 

I have listened to the distinguished 
gentlemen who have been addressing 
you and they have either forgotten 
their earlier education or they are 
lacking in their geography. We have 
only heard tonight about New York, 
New Jersey and Pennsylvania and you 
might think we were discussing the 
thirteen original states. What is the 
matter with the rest of the states in 
the Union? Are there no medical coun- 
sels who are willing to recognize that 
chiropody is a branch of the healing 
art in these states? It reminds me of 
the Irishman who contributed towards 
the church chimes: 

A beautiful church had been finished 
but the priest said that the church 
could not be dedicated until they had 
a set of chimes which would cost about 
five or six thousand dollars. He said, 
“I know the congregation have been 
liberal, but we must have these chimes. 
There are five men in this congregation 
who could easily contribute one thou- 
sand dollars apiece and he mentioned 
Mr. Degan, Mr. Dulan, Mr. Dolan, Mr. 
Dongan and Mr. McCarthy. He said 
that these gentlemen ought to be glad 
to contribute towards the expense of 
the chimes because every time they 
rang out everybody in the parish 
would know they had contributed and 
their names would go down in history 
because the chimes would sing their 
names each time they played.” The 
chimes were installed in the belfry and 
the church was dedicated, but in look 
ing over the congregation the priest 
noticed McCarthy was not there, and 
thinking this strange he went to see 
him. the next morning and asked him 
why he was not in church, especially 
at the dedication, and Pat replied that 
he had a reason. “Well,” said the 
priest, “what is your reason for not 


being there?” “Shure,” said Pat, “and 
didn't you say that every time those 
chimes rang they would mention the 
names of the men who contributed to 
them?” The priest said, “Yes, . and 
didn’t they?” “Well,” said Pat, “I 
listened to them all day Sunday and 
all I heard was ‘Degen—Dulan—Dolan 

Dongan’ but divil a word did I hear 
about McCarthy.” 

I have listened to these gentlemen 
talking about New York, New Jersey 
and Pennsylvania, but “divil a word” 
did I hear about the other states in 
the Union. It was very gratifying 
therefore to listen to the resolution that 
was read by your president, asking 
the co-operation of the American Medi- 
cal Association to assist the National 
Chiropody Association to secure legis- 
lation in every state regulating the 
practice of chiropody because if you 
can get the American Medical Associa- 
tion, as a national body, to recommend 
to the various state associations that 
the practice of .chiropody should be 
regulated as a branch of the healing 
art, you have sent a Dr. Baldy into the 
other forty-three states in the Union. 

In 1911, your President, Dr. Bennie, 
wanted a separate bill passed regulating 
the practice of chiropody, but Dr. Baldy 
told him he could not have it, that chi- 
ropody would be regulated in due time 
by the medical council of Pennsylvania. 
Although two years elapsed, Dr. Baldy 
kept his word and so unselfish has he 
been and so untiring has your Presi- 
dent, Dr. Bennie, been in their efforts 
to benefit chiropody and advance your 
occupation from a trade to a profession, 
that they have secured another surprise 
for you by inducing Temple University 
to establish a department of chiropody. 

The work of your President, r. 
Bennie, is wonderful. In two years he 
has secured the regulation of the prac- 
tice of chiropody by law and has now 
secured for you a department of chirop- 
ody at Temple University, one of the 
best universities in the United States, 
where future chiropodists will be as- 
sured of a proper education, and now 
he is asking the American Medical As- 
sociation to help your National Asso- 
ciation secure legislation in the other 
states to regulate the practice of chi- 
ropody. It reminds me of the story 
of the colored janitor who after listen- 
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ing at the rear of the church to the 
new parson for the first time and upon 
being asked by one of the deacons if 
he didn't think the new parson made 
a good prayer, the colored janitor re- 
plied, “I most certainly does. That 
there gen’men asked the Lord for things 
the other minister didn’t even know 
the Lord had.” And I have no doubt 
that with Dr. Bennie’s persistance and 
perseverance the medical men are say- 
ing to themselves, “Here, this fellow 
Bennie is asking us for things that we 
didn’t know we had ourselves.” If you 
can get that resolution indorsed by the 
national body of the medical men you 
have secured an endorsement that will 
make the pathway of your fellow-chi- 
ropodists in the other states a bed of 
roses, because if the medical men in the 
other states, who are the most power- 
ful men in any community, are willing 
your practice, you will secure regulation 
your practice you will secure regulation 
and licensing much quicker and much 
easier than you could ever hope to 
accomplish this without their assist- 
ance, because nobody dares to deny a 
medical man anything he wants. 

This brings me to the topic assigned 
me: Co-operation plus legislation for 
the uplift of chiropody. 

Co-operation means that kind of work 
that you see here tonight. Our distin- 
guished visitors are busy men in their 
respective professions yet so unselfish 
2re they, that they are willing to lend 
vou, not only the benefits of their ad- 
vice, but are willing to do all they can 
to help you make your profession re- 
spectable and worthy of mention. In 
these days of commercialism it is very 
rare indeed to find a man of the calibre 
of Dr. Baldy who is willing to contrib- 
ute not only his time at a great finan- 
cial sacrifice to himself, but even giv- 
ing of his own means to help a sister 
branch of the healing art place it- 
self on a higher plane. My . per- 
sonal observation, as a member of the 
legislature, is that it was the personal 
magnetism, unselfishness and devotion 
to duty of Dr. Baldy that passed this 
medical bill originally and nobody ex- 
cept a man like Dr. Baldy could ever 
have secured the co-operation necessary 
to pass the bill. 

Now that the practice of chiropody 
has been regulated and licensed in 
Pennsylvania it is up to the chiropodists 
themselves to decide by their action, 
whether they are worthy of the recog- 
nition they have received. If you 
want to be respected you have to do 
something yourselves to entitle you to 
respect. You have got to take down 


your gold feet. You have got to stop 
calling yourself “doctor” unless you say 
“Doctor of Chiropody.” In other words, 
no doctor of chiropody, if he wants to 
be respected, should sail under false 
colors or obtain business under false 
prtenses; therefore if you, in your 
chosen profession, make your reputa- 
tion as chiropodists and do not attempt 
to infringe upon the other branches 
of the healing art, you will not only 
gain the respect of the medical men 
but you will be favored by their co- 
operation and the public will be greatly 
benefited thereby. 

There never was anything accom- 
plished in this world unless there was 
co-operation. You chiropodists must 
co-operate with each other, even if you 
do have to make some little sacrifice. 
The world justifies any sacrifice that 
you can make for the uplift of your 
profession. If you are proud of your 
profession as a doctor of chiropody you 
will make others proud of your profes- 
sion and I hope, now that you are licen 
sed and regulated and with a depart- 
ment of chiropody in one of the best 
recognized universities of the country, 
you will not only co-operate with one 
another but you will co-operate with 
Temple University. You will strive to 
bring a higher class of men and women 
to the study of your profession. You 
will continue to rise until you have 
your profession on as high a plane, 
from an educational standpoint, as any 
other recognized profession and you 
can only do this by co-operating with 
each other. Remember, my friends, 
we were not sent into a finished world 
to enjoy it, but we were sent into an 
unfinished world to help complete it, 
and, if, as we turn back the pages 
in the Book of Life, from Genesis to 
the Revelations, we have nothing to 
show for our life’s work but wrinkles 
and gray hairs, we have lived in vain. 
The exhilaration and joy of doing 
something for others is the only thing 
worth while. The greatest pleasure in 
life is in working for others. 

Abe Lincoln said, “When I am dead 
I want it said of me, by those who 
knew me best that I plucked the this- 
tle and planted roses wherever the flower 
would grow so that I may live in the 
hearts of those I left behind.” It is 
easy to criticise and tear down but it 
is hard to create and build up and it 
is only as we co-operate with each oth- 
er that we are able to erect a monu- 
ment which neither the elements of 
time nor the work of man can ever 
destroy. 

So in conclusion, let me say to you 
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chiropodists, work together, stick to- 
gether, co-operate and if you don’t al- 
ways agree, let the majority rule and 
remember after all that you can only 
accomplish things by the greatest good 
for the greatest number. 

Remember this, that two short years 
ago, the chiropodists of Pennsylvania 
had nothing to recommend them to 
the public but their skill. Anyone could 
practice’ your chosen profession, but 
by the activity and perseverance of 
your president, with the co-operation 
of Dr. Baldy and the medical council, 
your chosen profession has been li- 
censed and regulated and your busi- 
ness has grown from a trade to a pro 
fession, and if you continue this co 
operation and support, it will not be 
long before the American Medical As- 
sociation will give you the assistance 
you need in the other states of the 
Union and God speed the day when 
the licensing power of every state in 
the Union will regulate the practice of 
chiropody, not only as a protection of 
that branch of the healing art, but as 
a protection to the public. 

I congratulate the States of New 
York, New Jersey and Pennsylvania on 
being the pioneers in the work of es- 
tablishing a standard of education nec- 
essary to the practice of chiropody. 

ADDRESS. 
By Alfred Joseph. 
Mr. President, Ladies and Gentlemen: 

About four and a half years ago, on 
invitation of the president of this so- 
ciety, I, with five other New York 
chiropodists, participated in the first 
annual meeting of this society. A great 
many ideas were advanced by the pres- 
ident of this organization, and some 
of them took root. We returned to 
New York and determined upon devis- 
ing plans to improve chiropody in the 
Empire State. 

Since 1895 there had been on the 
statute books of New York what is 
known as the “Pedic Law.” This law 
gave power to the Pedic Society of the 
State of New York to supervise and 
control the examinations of candidates 
for license to practice chiropody. I 
was elected a member of this examin- 
ing board, and at the very first exami- 
nation in which I served officially, I 
discovered much that was wrong with 
the chiropody situation in the State of 
New York. There were no exactions 
from candidates as to academic quali- 
fications and only a meagre knowledge 
of anatomy, physiology, therapeutics, 
minor surgery, etc., was required. There 
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was no way in which the Pedic Society 
of the State of New York could legally 
foster a school, because it controlled 
the examining board. There were a 
great many so-called schools, but none 
of them amounted to anything except- 
ing as commercial enterprises. 

Naturally enough the people who 
came up for examination readily met 
the minor requirements, with the re- 
sult that a class of people became le- 
gally qualified chiropodists although 
insufficiently equipped. 

On returning from Philadelphia, I 
drew up a set of plans and submitted 
them to our society, and the result 
was that at the next meeting I was 
appointed chairman of a committee to 
outline a program for establishing a 
school of chiropody. I discovered that 
the only way to get a school was to 
form a private corporation from among 
the members of the Pedic Society. 

Subscriptions from forty of our mem- 
bers created the financial nucleus. A 
loft was hired on Lexington avenue 
and the school was launched. After 
six months of successful administration 
of the school, coupled with which was 
established a clinic, which treated on 
an average of from fifteen to eighteen 
patients a night, we began to realize 
we had a great deal of unwholesome 
competition—all of these so-called com- 
mercial schools were still in existence, 
and their graduates were on a par with 
those of our school. Nothing was left 
but to call upon the State Board of 
Medical Examiners. I visited the sec- 
retary of this Board, and greatly to 
my surprise, found he was an old-time 
friend. He readily advised us as to 
procedure, and, as a result, our com- 
mittee went to Albany and secured the 
co-operation of the State Education 
Department. They granted about ev- 
erything we asked and gave us even 
more than we expected. Our bill be- 
came a law. Its provisions as to aca- 
demic requirements and professional 
standards is well known to you. Our 
next essential was to secure the services 
of a suitable head to our school. We 
were fortunate in enlisting the very 
man whose advise put us on the right 
track, the secretary of the Board of 
Medical Examiners. Dr. M. J. Lewi is 
the man and he has proven himself an 
exceptionally good executive. Under 
his administration the school was bound 
to succeed in spite of the many prob- 
lems that had to be solved. We started 
with ten students; and today we have 
seventy students. We cater to people 
who must work in the day time and 
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therefore established a night as well as 
a day class. 

The clinic connected with the school 
has grown prodigiously. Last night 
we treated eighty-four patients, our 
force consisting of fifteen students, fif- 
teen graduates and _ six clinicians. 
Nightly we have as visitors chiropodists 
from all parts of the world. The 
school, will soon be compelled to dis- 
continue its present quarters and seek 
larger ones elsewhere. 

Temple University had made a good 
move; it will be a hard fight at first, 
but when the thinking prospective pro- 
fessional student realizes that he can 
save from three to six years as be- 
tween the other professions and chi- 
ropody, your student ranks will soon 
be filled. 

This morning I noticed that a physi- 
cian from Philadelphia is taking a post- 
graduate course in chiropody at our 
school. I am not violating any confi- 
dence in revealing this. He has been 
in practice for twenty years and is 
going to specialize on the foot. 

I did not expect to be called upon 
tonight and I was not prepared to 
speak, but I am always ready to tell 
what I know relating to chiropody and 
its uplift. 





FISH SKIN. 
By Samuel Lind, M.Cp. 

Fish skin, as the name implies, is 
obtained from a foreign species of fish, 
not its outside covering, but a part 
of the inner portion. 

Fish skin is of inestimable value in 
the practice of chiropody on account of 
its adaptability as a covering for wet 
dressings, because it is soft, pliable and 
non-porous. Wet dressings are always 
used on inflamed areas and particularly 
in infections. A condition Tequiring 
a wet dressing of this nature is ingrow- 
ing toe-nail. If the toe be highly in- 
flamed or suppurated, a dressing em- 
ployed in the following manner will 
prove very satisfactory prior to the 
removal of the offending portion of the 
nail. If suppurated, cleanse the parts 
thoroughly with an antiseptic, such as 
peroxide of hydrogen, after which the 
toe should be bound with a sterile 
gauze bandage, Borow’s solution or al- 
cohol 50% may then be poured over 
the bandage making it very wet. Fish 
skin, adhered by the aid of the %-inch 
chiropody adhesive plaster, enveloping 
the entire toe, will prevent evaporation, 
for a period of twenty-four hours. If 
the part be highly inflamed after the 


removal of the nail, 
should be continued. .

There are so many thoughts going 
through my mind I hardly know how 
to assemble them and give them out 
to you; that is, regarding chiropody. 
There is one point possibly uppermost 
in your minds at the present time, and 
that is this question of legislation 
Medicine has passed through this period 
of legislation, just the same as has chi- 
ropody, and still remains not perfected 
I remember in the year 1894, when 
the Medical Act of Pennsylvania was 
passed by the state legislature, and 
everyone who wanted to practise med- 
icine in this commonwealth was re- 
quired to take the examination of the 
state board of medical examiners, as 
it was called. We felt at that time 
that an injustice had been done to us. 
We thought that a fee of $25.00 for 
the privilege of taking this examina- 
tion of the board was exhorbitant. We 
felt that to be required to take this 
examination, after receiving the de- 
gree of M.D. was an insult. The class- 
es graduating in medicine retained a 
lawyer and started the same procedure 
of trying to declare the act unconstitu- 
tional, as everybody else does, when 
some legislation comes along, and they 
feel that they are being wronged. They 
lost out in this; they said, “Why not 
make the graduates from medical 
schools outside of Pennsylvania take 
the examination, and excuse those 
graduating from the schools of the 
state, as they have been chartered by 
the state, giving all the rights and 
privileges appertaining thereto.” We 
thought this was just the thing, but it 
didn’t work, and it is fortunate that it 
did not work, because placing the prac- 
tice of medicine under proper legisla- 
tion has elevated it and protected the 
people and the profession. 

When Dr. Baldy assumed charge of 
the Pennsylvania Bureau of Medical Ed- 
ucation and Licensure, the State of Penn- 
sylvania did not have reciprocity with 
any other state; now it has reciprocity 
with twenty-seven different states. Un- 
der Dr. Baldy’s guidance, his bureau now 
stands second to none in the United 
States, and in some regards is doing 
pioneer work, which will be markedly 
constructive in its scope, which the 
medical profession welcomes. Just as 
Dr. Baldy has been fighting for the 
good of medicine, just so he has been, 
and still is, fighting for chiropody. It 


is the pugnacious way he has of bring- 
ing about results. You stick to him 
and you will get your reciprocity in 
the different states, just the same as 
we have in medicine. 

There was a time when the student in 
medicine simply acquired his profession 
by association with a preceptor. Later 
he was required, in addition, to spend 
one year in a medical school. Still later 
two years was required, then three, 
and now four years are obligatory, 
and if he desires to practise in this 
state, he must serve for one year as 
interne in a recognized hospital, before 
he can take the examination for a li- 
cense; the only state in the Union with 
this law on its statute books, which 
other states though are now consider- 
ing. Just so I understand it is with 
chiropody. 

Most of you have learned your work 
with a preceptor, and have obtained 
only what he could give you. We 
realize that the greatest good is being 
done for the greatest number, and we 
know that chiropody will be benefited 
by placing it under state control. The 
question of establishing a school of chi- 
ropody is a feature at the present time 
most essential. The time has past when 
the preceptor can satisfactorily hand 
down the work. Competition is too 
great; responsibilities are too great. 
and this work cannot only be obtained 
in the clinic, but you must have the 
correlated sciences that go with it, 
which you do not learn from your 
preceptor. These include anatomy, physi- 
ology, chemistry, materia medica, bac- 
teriology, pathology, hygiene, skin dis- 
eases, foot-gear, ethics, etc. The stu- 
dent of chiropody will be well grounded 
in the practice of asepsis and antisep- 
sis, a practice which many chiropodists 
practice in a half-hearted kind of fash- 
10n 

There are many other conditions 
which your preceptor cannot give you, 
and by placing you under state con- 
trol you would of necessity be obliged 
to attend a school of chiropody and 
thus gain what the state considers you 
should have. You are registered, just 
as the medical men are registered. It 
is simply working out a big problem 
which must be accomplished, and the 
fact that chiropody is now passing 
through a constructive period will more 
than compensate you for the apparent- 
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ly dark hours through which you are 
passing. 

Temple University feels that the uni- 
versity is the place to acquire learning. 
That it what a university is for. I may 
add that the Undertakers’ Association 
of the State of Minnesota, recently 
asked the University of Wisconsin to 
give a course in embalming. The re- 
quest was granted, and this course is 
now being given under the control of 
the administrative board of the medical 
school. This gives you the idea of the 
advantages of a university. With the 
backing of your organization, and the 
assistance of the Bureau of Medical 
Education and Licensure, Temple Uni- 
versity will organize a Department of 
Chiropody, which the State of Pennsyl- 
vania may feel justly proud of. 


MASSACHUSETTS CHIROPODY

Ladies and Gentlemen. and members 
of the Pennsylvania Society of Chirop- 


ody: I have not been paralyzed by 
the speech of Dr. Baldy because I 
have heard him on other occasions, 


when the paralyzing effect was no 
more potent than tonight. I am pleased 
to be with you tonight. I am pleased 
to see so many women present, because 
I have found that in all my hospital 
work, the work of the woman was most 
important and indispensable. 

I am not here on this occasion to 
make a speech; we physicians are more 
accustomed to practising than preach- 
ing. Dr. Baldy can do both. He is 
very clever with the knife and with 
the tongue. He has regulated the 
medical profession, but he still looks 
for new worlds to conquer. It is he 
who has made it necessary that the 
medical man should have four vears 
of high school, then one year’s college 
credits, and finally one year’s hospital 
training after completion of his medical 
course. Therefore, although you have 
trouble in your work, we have more. 

In spite of the fact that some of us 
were annoyed at first by some of these 
new laws advocated by this wonderful 
man at my right, yet we have learned 
that he is right, and we are confident 
that the medical legislation which has 
been adopted is the best for the pub- 
lic, and we are willing to assist you 
and do anything we can for the public 
who are our patients. 

I am going to make an announce- 
ment. A few months ago it was Dr. 
Baldy who insisted that we, of Temple 
University, take up this form of medi- 
cine, namely, chiropody, and so he has 
becomes enthusiastic; he demanded that 
we take action on this and investigate 
the state of chiropody. I took three 
weeks and learned something about 
chiropody, and I find there is a great 
deal more I will have to learn 

This afternoon I was looking over a 
book written by the faculty of the 
School of Chiropody of New York. and 
so I learned something about chirop- 
ody, and now we are convinced that a 
department of chiropody should be a 
part of our work at Temple University. 

Dr. Baldy spoke of the medical pro- 
fession being narrow. We probably 
were narrow, but now we are convinced 


we are doing all we can to establish 
this department. You will pardon me 
if I speak of the history of Temple 
University. This goes back to thirty 
vears ago; inside of four years we had 
590 students, and now we have 3166 
students registered today. Our theo- 
logical school in 1883; our law school in 
1895; the department of medicine in 
1901, and in 1907 we affiliated with the 
Philadelphia Dental College, which was 
one of the largest and best ofganized 
dental colleges in America. We have 
a pharmacy and dental school, so you 
see having these departments, etc., it 
is only natural for us to organize a de- 
partment, of a sister science—the de- 
partment of chiropody. Dr. Frank 
Thompson we propose to put at the 
head of this department. Our insti- 
tution, I may say, is non-sectarian, and 
we welcome all creeds and classes, and 
above all, it is co-educational. 

We are the first of this kind in this 
state; we want your co-operation. Any 
man or woman who devotes himself or 
herself to a science which promotes 
health is a public benefactor, and this 
is why I welcome your co-operation, 
your affiliation and your assistance, 
that we may make this department 
equal to the school which has existed 
for the past few years in New York 
City. I thank you

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“IN THE FIGHT”

“In the fight” means, as you read 
this article, that there are ten states 
in the Union that have before their 
respective legislatures, bills, which, if 
they pass and become laws, will give 
medical boards power to examine and 
license chiropodists and will also give 
these boards the power to issue license 
to those practising prior to the bill, 
which means a better safeguard for 
the public. 

“In the fight” means that the chi- 
ropodists throughout the various parts 
of the United States, realizing the duty 
that they owe to the public and to 
their profession, are fighting for their 
rights, fighting for a cause that is 
just, and waging the same kind of a 
warfare that the practitioners of medi- 
cine and representatives of the other 
great professions have waged before 
they obtained legislation and laws, 


which have meant so much for the 
standardization of their profession, for 
higher education, and for the public 
weal. 

At no time in the history of our pro- 
fession has there been so much activity, 
so much conscientious co-operative 
work, for the purpose of elevating chi- 
ropody. It is pleasing to know that 
this activity not only exists in our 
profession, but that the medical men 
throughout the United States are man- 
ifesting a greater interest than ever 
before. In almost every state in which 
there is a bill before the legislature 
at this time, the most prominent medi- 
cal men are exercising their influence 
in our cause. This should inspire and 
make every chiropodist feel the duty 
that he owes to his profession. I firmly 
believe that the medical man has finally 
come to realize that chiropody should 
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be considered as a part of medicine; 
that the doctor realizes that the medi- 
cal profession has created the need for 
the profession of chiropody because 
they have refused to treat the ills of 
the foot. The parent has neglected the 
child, and the child unselfishly goes 
to the parent and asks for needed pro- 
tection. We in no way wish to disturb 
the parent body, nor do we wish to 
antagonize the medical profession. If 
the chiropodists are successful in ob- 
taining legislation it does not mean 
that they are undermining the medi- 
cal practice acts, or that we are at- 
tempting to create short cuts to medi- 
cal practice. It merely means that by ev- 
olution and with the aid of the medical 
profession, we desire to strengthen our- 
selves and to give to the public the 
greatest service that is ours to render 

One of the greatest obstacles that 
the National Association meets with in 
presenting our cause to the physicians 
is that they contend we are not ethi- 
cal. We are so frequently judged as 
fakirs simply because some of us, I 


might say unconsciously so, practise 
the methods of the fakir. The medical 
men tell us we have unethical signs, 

they 


that we use unethical stationary ; 
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point out to us the sandwich man; 
they also tell us that we persist in pre- 
fixing to our names the title of “Dr”; 


they tell us that we have no right to 
use this title, that doctor is a title 
that can only be given legally; they 


inform us that they worked four hard 
years in college to secure this title, and 
we, following the methods of a fakir, 
practically steal this title in order to 
gain greater public recognition. I feel 
that there is no honest conscientious 
argument against these accusations 
made by the medical profession. We 
know, as a professional body, that we 
are able to render a great service and 
that we are better qualifying ourselves 
all the time through the various chan- 
nels we have, such as the Text-Book, 
Pedic Items, the standard schools, and 
the co-operative work of the National 
Association. If we continue to improve 
ourselves, and at all times render to 
the public honest service, in the mean- 
time refraining from using any meth- 
ods of the fakir, we do not need the 
title of Doctor, we do not need flashy 
signs, unethical stationary, or the sand- 
wich man parading up and down the 
streets advertising that we cut corns 
for twenty-five cents. If we give to the 
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public the best service, they will ad- 
vertise us sufficiently to give us a be- 
coming livelihood, and we in turn can 
feel grateful that we have the skill and 
the ability to relieve the public of 
their suffering. Every practitioner 
should be proud of his profession; he 
should leave no stone unturned to wipe 
out the evils of the profession, if only 
to show to the medical profession that 
we are honest in our purposes and 
that we want nothing that does not 
belong to us. We are entitled to cer- 
tain rights and these rights we are 
going to fight for. Every state in the 
Union should have a law regulating the 
practice of chiropody, and the fight to 
bring this to pass will be waged until 
we are successful. We have every 
reason to believe that the public is in 
sympathy with this movement and will 
help us to that end. After all, there 
is nothing greater than public senti- 
ment. When public sentiment tends 
to our cause, which I am glad to say 
it is doing more and more all the time, 
success is bound to come. It is per- 
fectly right that we should prove to 
the physician that we are sincere and 
honest, and it behooves every practi- 
tioner to do his or her duty along these 
lines. Turn the limelight on yourself; 
make an inventory of your acts and of 
your accomplishments, and determine 
for yourself if what you are doing is 
going to convey to the public the prop- 
er estimate of your knowledge and of 
your deeds. If we show to the medical 
profession that we do not want any- 
thing that does not belong to us, and 
if they object to our using titles which 
are not ours and if we prove to them 
that we are willing to abandon them, 
they will stand by us. 

I have every reason to believe that 
the time will soon come when there 
will be provision made by law whereby 
the chiropodist will be accorded an ap- 
propriate legal title of some sort. When- 
ever a state recognizes our profession 
to the extent of giving the medical 
boards power to make and unmake us, 
it is reasonable to conclude that they 
will not grant us the right to a legal 
prefix or affix. From the fact that 
until the last two years we had no 
schools that had legal power to confer 
a title, and from the fact that the 
states grant all practitioners who have 
previously practised a license to con- 
tinue as practitioners, since the medical 
profession object to our use of the title 
of Doctor, it would seem necessary that 
we be accorded some distinctive title. 

Whether we receive this recognition 
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or not, if we conduct our lives in a 
moral way and give to the public the 
best of service, we can conscientiously 
feel that we have fulfilled our part and 
that we are a living factor for the 
benefit of those who suffer. 

We must have the good will of those 
in power, therefore, we can well afford 
to be sensible and face the issue rather 
than do anything that will retard our 
advancement, because our advance- 
ment, because our advancement means 
a better service to the public. There 
is nothing gained without a sacrifice. 
We have made wonderful progress and 
will continue. The National Associa- 
tion is making every effort to be of 
service to those who are striving to 
advance the standard of chiropody. If 
we are not successful, in the full meas- 
ure, the incentive to harder work will 
be increased.

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SKIN CLEANSING. 
By Felix Von Oefele, M.D. 

The first and principal duty of cos- 
metics is to keep the skin clean or in 
other words to completely and prompt- 
ly purify it. The commonest cleansing 
material is water and soap. Soap, in 
a chemical sense, means a chemical 
compound of an alkali and a fatty acid. 
But as there are different alkalies and 
different fatty acids, many different 
simple soaps are possible. The usual 
soap of the market is a mixture of dif- 
ferent simple chemical soaps. Such 
mixed soaps are much more possible 
than simple soaps. 

The main fatty acids, found in soaps 
are palmitic acid, stearid acid and 
oleic acid. The main alkalkies are 
potassium and sodium. Potassium 
soaps are softer than sodium soaps. 
Oleic acid produces the softest and 
stearic acid the hardest soaps. These 
soaps are soluble in water. The watery 
solutions of these soaps are able, on 
account of disassociation or also called 
ionisation (a partial splitting into free 
kations and anions), to dissolve or to 
emulsify fats in water. 

The skin excretion (sweat) contains 
an average of 18% total solids. Of 
these total solids, about 50% are of 
organic nature, 45% are soluble by 
ether, that means they are of fatty 
character, and only 5% are more or less 
of proteid character; 28% are chlorine. 
All the dirt sticking to the skin be- 
comes wet from the skin excretion, 
that is, it becomes thoroughly mixed 
with a new amount of solids; they 
possess 45% fatty water in soluble 
matter and 28% chlorine inhibiting an 
emulsion. By this added penetrating 
perspiration the skin dirt is always 
fatty and insoluble in pure water. This 
then enforces the use of soap in addi- 
tion to water, when we want to clean 
our skin properly. 

The use of soap is only known about 
two thousand years. In olden times 
there were other methods of skin cleans- 
ing and of washing clothes containing 
dried perspiration. The oldest method 
was to use different kinds of absorbent 
mineral powders; In modern times 
other emulsifying materials, besides 
soaps and absorbent powders have 
been employed for skin cleansing pur- 
poses and must be included in a treatise 
on the subject of this article.

MICHIGAN CHIROPODISTS’ ASSO- 
CIATION NEWS. 

The Michigan Chiropodists Associa- 
tion, although in its infancy, is progress- 
ing in a very satisfactory manner and 
the most prominent physicians are 
lending their best assistance. On Jan- 
uary 5, James D. Mathews, M.D., de- 
livered an address on the subject of 
“Correct Foot Wear, Asepsis and Pes 
Planus.” His explanation of foot wear 
contained some points that are often 
overlooked by the casual practitioner, 
such as explaining to the patient the 
ill effects often caused by wearing a 
shoe with a sweat-soaked canvas lining 
pressing against the bandage of a new- 
ly-treated foot. Also the weakening 
result to the muscles of the foot, due 
to the use of pointed-toed shoes which 
prevent proper flexion of the muscles, 
resulting in their degeneration. He also 
demonstrated flat-foot exercises which 
tended to correct an incipient condi 
tion without the aid of arches. How- 
ever, arch supporters were also advised 
in certain conditions. On the subject 
of asepsis, he recommended Churchill’s 
iodine as a very dependable remedy 
and preferable to ordinary tincture on 
account of its lacking blistering or poi- 
sonous effects. 


At the February meeting, James 
B. Kennedy, M.D., will deliver an 
address. Dr. Kennedy is one of the 


leading physicians of Detroit and has 
been an officer of the board of health 
for several years. The Michigan Chi- 
ropodists Association will present its 
bill to the present legislature and is 
very hopeful of securing the necessary 
legislation.

The subject of the sketch whose pho- 
tograph graces the title page of this 
issue of the Items is so well known to 
the profession of medicine that it seems 
like a task of supererogation to recount 
his weli-known scientific standing. 

Dr. McAllister studied in the public 
schoois ef Albany, N. Y., entering the 
Albanv Medical College, from which he 
graduated in 1879. He practised medi- 
cine in Albany until he had acquired a 
foot-hold, and then took up post-grad- 
uate work in European universities, 
where he studied for three years. In 
1895 he came to New York City, studied 
one year at the Post-Graduate Hospi- 
tal, and later on entered Johns Hop- 
kins Hospital, where he remained for 
six months studying their methods 
Was appointed Professor of Surgical 
Anatomy in the School of Clinical Med- 
icine, also Attending Surgeon Out-Door 
Department Bellevue Hespital.

Thence he went 
to India to study the plague 

Since 1895, with the exception of ab- 
sence abroad, Dr. McAllister has con- 
ducted a School of Operative Surgery 
and Pathology in New York City, which 
counts among its pupils some of the 
most prominent surgeons in the United 
States.

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COMBINATION SHIELDING.

In these days of unique foot-gear, 
many patients came to the office of a 
chiropodist suffering from helomata on 
the dorsum of two, three or more toes 
There is no question about the relief 
that the able practitioner confers on his 
patient. He renders the part aseptic 
and proceeds to remove the indurated 
tissue, leaving the dorsum of the toes 
smooth; but the inflammation caused

by the helomata is still there, and if 
the patient were permitted to resume 
his foot-gear and depart without ade- 
quate shields to protect these tender 
spots from the friction and pressure of 
the shoe, his confidence in the ability 
of the chiropodist would soon be dis- 
pelled. 

Many practitioners are in the habit 
of attending to this class of foot suf- 
ferers by acthering a separate shield to 
each toe and surrounding the inflamed 
part in such a manner that no friction 
or pressure can come to bear on the 
painful spots. In many instances these 
shields harden, and in themselves be- 
come a menace to the well-being of the 
patient. In other cases the shields 
shift and thereby press upon the sore 
spots, instead of protecting them. 

To overcome this condition, the writ- 
er has evolved a series of shields where- 
by ample protection is afforded to all 
of these painful areas, at the same time 
affording assurance that there will be 
neither shifting nor congestion: such as 
occurs when individual shields are ap- 
plied. The method of doing this work 
is not only protective, but its very ap- 


pearance, when applied, gives added 
confidence to the patient in the skill 
and ability of the practitioner. The pa- 
tient, who has one of these combination 
shields applied to the dorsum or to the 
plantar surface of his foot, for the 
treatment of two or more painful spots, 
is delighted at the prolonged relief 
which he thus obtains. He can take 
baths ad libitum, without fear of the 
shields coming off or getting out of 
place, and as long as he keeps them 
on his foot he will be free from pain 
until the helomata have again grown 
beyond the protective influences of the 
shield. There can be no doubt what- 
ever that this method of shielding con- 
spicuously marks the practitioner as 
being scientifically competent to do 
that character of work. 

So that the reader may thoroughly 
understand the object of combination 
shielding, a photographic view of a 
combination shield utilizable for the 
protection of a bunion and an heloma 
situated on the external side of the 
great toe is herewith presented. An 
heloma thus situated requires protec- 
tion from the pressure against the 
phalangeal bones of the adjacent toe, 
and hitherto no logical method of 
shielding such an excrescence has been

practised. The accepted way in which 
a shield was applied to the outer side 
of the great toe was by means of an 
adhesive, such as Mason’s Cedar Plaster 
or Dunnells’ Chiro Salve, and over this 
and running around the great toe, a 
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strip of Z. O. adhesive plaster was ap- 


plied. 
The reader will observe that in the 
combination bunion shield, here de- 


picted, there can be no pressure upon 
any of the sore spots, because there is 
ample protection for both foot disorders, 
and notwithstanding the need for a 
large piece of felt, the bulk goes to fill 
up the hollows caused by the displace- 
ments of the bones, which are the origi- 
nal causes of both the bunion and the 
heloma. 

This same combination shield can be 
used with success in cases of bunion, 
combined with another condition of the 
great toe, known as calloused nail 
groove of the outer flap. In such a 
case, that portion of the shield coming 
between the edges should be of just 
sufficient thickness to prevent any press- 
ure against the outer flap of the great 
toe. 

Another illustration of the combina-

tion shield herein given depicts the 
method of shielding for the protection 
of excrescences on the dorsum of the 
second and fifth toes. This is a condi- 
tion which very frequently presents 
itself to the chiropodist for treatment, 
and practitioners should study out the 
method of fitting these shields, so that 
they may derive both credit and profit 
from their work. 

After the helomata have been re- 
moved and the practitioner desires to 
apply a combination shield, he puts a 
small dab of ichthyol ointment on the 
excrescence, and lays a piece of felt of 
sufficient size directly over it. The 
ichthyol will leave a black mark on the 
felt, whereby the chiropodist is enabled 
to accurately dye out the spot. After 
the proper sized holes have been cut 
out, and the shield has been placed over 
the foot in such a manner as will leave 
the inflamed parts exposed, the shield 
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is cut in such a manner as to prevent 
pressure on any part. The bulk of the 
felt is fitted into the hollows of the 
foot, after which the edges of the shield 
are skived to an extreme thinness, and 
an adhesive is applied to fasten the 
shield to the integument. Any emolli- 
ent may be applied in the cut-out por- 
tion of the shield over the inflamed 
parts, and this, in turn, should be 
covered with either gauze or cotton, 
and then strapped with Z. O. adhesive 
plaster. In special cases, the combina- 
tion shield may be topped off to advan- 
tage with a cotton-collodion dressing. 
The ingenuity of the chiropodist should 
be brought into play and in all cases 
where indicated, the combination shield 
will be found far superior to the in- 
dividual shields. 

There are few chiropodists who have 
the knack of applying a combination 
shield. One of the best shields ever 
devised was applied for the relief of 
hammer-toe of the second digit and 
heloma durum of the small toe. The 
work was artistically performed in the 
presence of the students at the People’s 
Pedicure Clinic by Otto Sjogren, one 
of the clinicians. Vincent de Sio, an- 
other clinician, has also, on numerous 
occasions: displayed ingenuity in com- 
bination shielding. 

There are many chiropodists who 
Aever use a shield of any kind; there 
are other chiropodists who use shields 
for any and all conditions; but there 
are very few practitioners who are in- 
genious enough to devise these special 
combination shields, the scientific ap- 
plication of which, to a foot sufferer, 
confers the greatest relief and lifts him 
from the depths of despair to the 
heights of bliss.

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REPORT OF PROSECUTING 
COMMITTEE. 


To the Pedic Society of the State of 

New York. 

Gentlemen: 

I have the honor to submit herewith 
the report of the Prosecuting Commit- 
tee from January 13, 1914 to January 
12, 1915. 

At the time of rendering the last re- 
port the committee was seeking the 
services of a counsel to the society. 
Your chairman interviewed the then 
counsel to the Medical Society of the 
County of New York, Mr. Almuth C. 
Vandiver, who suggested that Mr. John 
G. Dyer, his associate in the work of 
prosecuting violations of the medical 
law might accept a retainer. Your 
chairman interviewed Mr. Dyer who at 
first asked for a counsel fee of $1,000 per 
year, but after several interviews 
he consented to accept a_ retainer 
of $500 per year and the payment of 
the necessary expenses of prosecution. 

Mr. Dyer is a graduate of the College 
of the City of New York and of the 
law school of the New York University. 
He is counsel to the Medical Society 
of the County of Kings. He has been 
during the past five years associated 
with Mr. Almuth C. Vandiver of the 
firm of O’Gorman, Battle & Vandiver, 
in presenting to the courts the cases of 
the Medical Society of the County of 
New York. Mr. Dyer accepted the re- 
tainer on March 1, 1914 and has since 
that time, attended the meetings of 
the executive board of the society and 
the meetings of the society.. During 
the year past, Mr. Dyer has received 
all complaints forwarded to him from 
the prosecuting committee and from 
the members of the society and has 
caused the same to be investigated by 
two investigators usually used in inves- 
tigating complaints for violations of 
the medical law. 

The prosecuting committee reports 
that after persistent effort it has suc- 
ceeded in obtaining the arrest and con- 
viction of Francis LePompadour for 
practising chiropody unlawfully at No. 
2730 Broadway, New York City. He had 
previously been arrested upon complaint 
of the Pedic Society, but he escaped 
trial by forfeiting his bail bond. Re- 
peated attempts to obtain evidence 
sufficient to justify his conviction fail- 
ed. LePompadour continued practis- 
ing chiropody, despite the warnings of 
the prosecuting committee. He was 
arrested and tried in the Court of Spe- 
cial Sessions before Justices O’Keefe, 





Fleming and Kernochan. The counsel 
to the society called the attention of 
the court to the fact that the punish- 
ment to be imposed for a violation of 
the law governing the practice of chi- 
ropody was the same as that to be 
imposed for a violation of the law 
governing the practice of medicine. The 
court then sentenced the defendant, who 
was represented by able attorneys, to 
pay a fine of $100 or to serve thirty 
days in the city prison. He paid the 
fine. 

The prosecuting committee received 
a complaint concerning the so-called 
Professor Von Leonard of 1141 Broad- 
way, Brooklyn. The Charity Organiza- 
tion Society, through its investigators, 
found that this defendant, who was a 
cripple with wooden legs, was begging 
upon the streets in Brooklyn and also 
had an office which he maintained for 
the practice of chiropody. He called 
himself “Professor.” He was supposed 
to be financially prosperous. A sum- 
mons was obtained for his appearance 
in court, but he failed to appear. A 
warrant was issued for him, but he 
escaped arrest by disappearing. He is 
at present a fugitive from justice. 

During the past year, very careful 
investigations have been made of the 
complaints sent in concerning illegal 
practice of chiropody. An investiga- 
tion resulted in finding that a chiropo- 
dist was complained of although he was 
properly registered. The prosecuting 
committee believes that before prosecu- 
tions are instituted, persons complained 
of should be warned and given an op- 
portunity to conform to the law and 
become legal practitioners of chiropody. 
The following letter was prepared by 
the counsel and the prosecuting com- 
mittee and sent to the persons com- 
plained of throughout the State of New 
York: 

“Dear Sir: 

“The Pedic Society of the State of 
New York has retained me as its coun- 
sel. It is my purpose to prosecute all 
persons, who are practising chiropody 
without lawful authorization and regis- 
tration. 

“I desire to call your attention to 
the fact that any person, who at- 
tempts to practice chiropody without 
first having received a license from 
the State Board of Regents, is guilty 
of a misdemeanor, the punishment for 
which offense may be a fine of $500 and 
imprisonment for a term not to exceed 
one year, or any part of either or both. 
a minimum punishment is a fine of 
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“I am informed that in connection 
with the business operated by you, 
chiropody is practised for the benefit 
of your patrons. 

“In order that you may not unin- 
tentionally have in your premises to 
treat the patrons of your place, any 
person who is not properly authorized 
to practice chiropody, I send you this 
notice.” 

The chairman of your committee and 
counsel have visited the Kings County 
branch of the Pedic Society. 

The ‘expenses of prosecution for the 
vear is $450. Mr. Dyer received a coun- 
sel fee of $500 and an allowance of $50 
for disbursements, but returned to the 
society $100 imposed as a fine in the 
LePompadour case, making the total 
sum for prosecutions and counsel $450 
for the year. 

The following is a summary 
work accomplished: 

Complaints received and investigated 
30; complaints concerning registered 
chiropodists 3; persons notified by 
prosecuting committee 25; cases dis- 
continu'ng practice 16; cases convicted 
1; cases ready for prosecution 1; cases 
prosecuted 2. 

Total expenses for committee for dis- 
bursements, $12.

HOW TO PROCEED IN OBTAIN. 
ING CHIROPODY LAWS. 


The proper manner in which a State 
society should proceed to procure a 
protective chiropody law is as follows: 

Ascertain the name of the counsel to 
the State Board of Medical Examiners, 
and engage him as counsel to the State 
society. Explain to him that in New 
York, New Jersey and Pennsylvania 
the profession of chiropody is under 
the control of the State Board of Medi- 
cal Examiners, and that it is desirable 
that the same condition be brought 
about in your State. 

As he is familiar with the medical 
laws, and in close touch with the board 
of examiners, he is better qualified to 
take the case than would be another 
lawyer. 

After a law has been enacted in the 
State, his services will always be re- 
quired to prosecute illegal practitioners. 

The above method of procedure is 
logical and will be productive of bet- 
ter results than any other course that 
might be adopted; it is therefore ad- 
vised. 


RADIUM AND HELOMATA. 


{The following is an extract from N. 8S. 
Finzi's work on Radium Therapeutics Ina 
very short time tests as to the efficacy of this 
form of treatment of helomata will be made 
at the School of Chiropody of New York and 
the result of these experiments will be pub- 
lished in the Pedic Items.] 


“In this painful form of papilloma, ra- 
dium is of the utmost value. In the 
soft variety the pain soon disappears 
and the growth gradually shrinks up, 
leaving, as a rule, no trace of having 
existed. In the hard variety the pain 
also soon disappears, though the corn 
apparently remains in a somewhat 
softer state than before. About six 
weeks after the application, the skin 
which contained the corn peels off, leav- 
ing a healthy surface and again no 
trace of its former presence. 

As a rule, one application is sufficient 
for a corn, but two or three may be 
needed. Filtered rays must be used, 
especially in the hard variety, and we 
employ 0.3 mm. of platinum. The dose 
is rather more than would produce 
erythema in the healthy skin, and it 
will usually be found advisable to use 
a tube and, during the second half 
of the exposure, to place it at right 
angles to its former direction, in order 
to obtain a more intense action in the 
centre of the corn.” 
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CHIROPODY COMMENT. 
By the Editor. 


Harry P. Kenison, chairman of the 
Scientific Committee of the N. A. C., 
has sent out a notice to the state so- 
cieties containing the announcements of 
the lectures and demonstrations which 
were held at the various state societies 
recently. It is hoped that this may act 
as a stimulus to the members of the 
various societies by inducing them to 
feature attractive and profitable lec- 
tures and demonstrations. 


The Michigan State Health Board has 
endorsed among other proposed health 
regulations, a bill designed and sub- 
mitted by chiropodists in which it is 
planned to make every chiropodist and 
manicurist take out a license or submit 
to an examination. The proposed law 
places chiropodists and manicurists on 
the same plane as other semi-medical 
professions. It is reasoned that those 
who practice these callings should be 
adepts in the use of antiseptics and it 
is to drive out those who are not so 
versed that the bill will be introduced. 
While it is expected that the bill will 
meet with considerable opposition, those 
fathering it say that it will become the 
law of the State. | 


The proper way to use Monsel’s solu- 
tion in checking an oozing hemorrhage 
is as follows: as soon as the smallest 
drop of blood appears on the surface, 
press the skin together with the fingers 
of the left hand and with the mght 
hand take a toothpick dipped in Mon- 
sels’ solution and touch it to the abrad- 
ed surface. Throw away the toothpick 
and press a wisp of cotton over the 
wound, at the same time releasing the 
pressure on the skin. 

+ + 

A chiropodist in a western city oc- 
cupies the window of a prominent bar- 
ber shop making his appeal to men 
only. The window is partitioned off 
both front and back with heavy cur- 
tains. In the front there is a hole for 
the patient to stick his foot through. 
By plying his trade in full view of the 
public he demonstrates his ability to 
do expert work in a sanitary manner. 
The publicity gained, together with the 
reduced prices of work brings him 
plenty of patients—Exchange.

The up-to-date chiropodist needs not 
resort to such means to convince the 
public of his ability as an operator nor 
to advertise his sanitary methods of 


procedure. Still for the public, that 
doesn’t know of the new order of 
things, the western man, above quoted, 
may throw a beam of bright light on 
an otherwise dark pathway even though 
we wouldn't advise that method of 
advertising.

Amendments to the California medical 
practice act of 1913 to include the li- 
censing of chiropodists under the law, 
will be urged by the State Board of 
Medical Examiners of the present leg- 
islature. The secretary of the Medical 
Board stated that the amendments met 
with the approval of chiropodists. Dr. 
Alderson, president of the Board is 
Professor of Dermatology at Stanford 
University and he expressed himself in 
glewing terms in relation to the Cali- 
fornia school of chiropody saying that 
it was a grand movement and deserved 
support. In contrast to the former at- 
tempt of two years ago to secure chi- 
ropody legislation, this time there are 
no sneers or nasty remarks or humorous 
press notices. Prospects for success of 
chiropody legislation are good and 
there is no gainsaying the fact that 
the high standard of the California 
schools was a great factor in enlisting the 
support of the medical board.

Editor Pedic Items: 

As described in your magazine of 
October issue, I have tried Dr. M. J. 
Daly’s method of getting rid of seed 
corns on the plantar surface of the 
foot, with not very flattering success. 
Flexible collodion and cotton which 
covered salicylic acid plaster and more- 
(over half-inch beyond), peeled off in 
three days and caused the dressing to 
loosen. 

In view of the unsatisfactory results 
of Mr. Daly’s method, I shall stick to 
my old method which consists of sali- 
cylic acid cerate 10% to 25%, felt or 
chamois, and Z.O.adhesive plaster, one 
to two inches wide, according to the 
size of the area. 

After shaving the skin evenly and 
smoothly, and at the same time observ- 
ing the strictest surgical cleanliness, I 
adhere a felt washer or ring, one-eighth 
of an inch thick or less, with a hole 
large enough to keep out of the range 
of the corns, then spread the cerate 
evenly within the hole, shave the plug 
previously cut out of the same ring 
down to about one-sixteenth of an inch, 
rejecting the gummed side and replace 
it within the hole, and finally fasten 
the pad with a strip of adhesive an 
inch or two wide, and one inch or so 
longer than either border of the pad, 
across the plantar surface of the foot 
and leave it on for from a week to 
ten days. 

However, if a patient feels uncom. 
fortable with a felt pad, I substitute 
a piece of thin chamois, slightly larger 
than the area, spread the cerate there- 
on and fasten it in the same way. 

My method has never disappointed 
me, as Z. O. adhesive plaster resists the 
action of perspiration and water. But 
if Mr. Daly can point out any fault of 
mine in using his method, I'll be very 
glad to have him do so. I am always 
eager to learn anything new in chirop- 
ody.

Desiring to help those of our profes- 
sion who are to a large degree self- 
taught, and through our efforts to help 
them to develop a standard materia- 
medica and therapeutics that will ben- 
efit all, I have made the following out- 
line. If the action of a few drugs are 
thoroughly understood, it is possible 
to practice successfully. I shall name 
five drugs, and give my reasons for 
recommending them; five is a small 
number to draw, necessarily the drugs 
named must do duty for more than 
one ailment. 

Boric Acid. 

The chiropodist must have an anti- 
septic solution and powder that is not 
irritating and this acid is the nearest 
approach to this requirement. In either 
wet or dry dressings it will serve the 
practitioner well. In the test tube, 
disinfectants and antiseptics may be 
strong in their action, but very weak 
when in contact with the body tissue. 
Boric acid about the body, acts more 
by changing the reaction of the fluids, 
than by directly retarding the microbic 
growths. Clinical experience is a bet- 
ter guide than the scientific theories; 
it is for the latter to disprove experi- 
ence; results count. 

Ichthyol: 

When an ointment is required in skin 
diseases and ulcers with accompanying 
inflammation; there are ointments as 
good, but none better. 

. Iodine: 

Is the best germicide for the skin; it 
~ destroy the bacteria almost instant- 
y. 

Nitrate of Silver: 

This drug is to the chiropodist what 
opium is to the physician. It is a 
valuable germicide, astringent and cau- 
stic; a 1% solution is a germicide, 10% 
is astringent, excellent for simple in- 
flammation and chilblains, with proper 
shielding; full strength being used as a 
caustic to destroy tissue, warts, granu- 
lations, etc.; its action is easily con- 
trolled. Where a chronic ulcer fails to 
granulate, the application of nitrate of 
silver will stimulate growth, and when 
granulations are superfluous, it will cut 
them down and will aid in producing a 
normal growth. 

Acetate of Lead: 

For inflammation with great swelling, 
and local infections; acts miraculously, 
when properly used.

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of infection and the chiropodist is fre- 
quently called on to treat such. 

An infection causes intense swelling 
of the part affected, and the writer be- 
lieves that this interferes to a large 
degree with the work of the lymphatics. 
I use this astringent in place of disin- 
fectants, knowing that if proper condi- 
tions existed, the lymphatic system 
would be sufficient to take care of the 
invading bacteria. I have used my 
method of treatment for more than fif- 
teen years. It is now known that in- 
flammation increases pressure in the 
capillaries which is transmitted to the 
tissues about them, which latter grad- 
ually become stretched and lose their 
elasticity. This stretching lowers the 
normal pressure exerted by the tissues 
upon the lymph-spaces, tends to lessen 
the rate of lymph flow from the tissue, 
which lessens their usefulness as a 
means of protection; the acetate of lead 
eliminates the congestion and pain, re- 
establishes the normal pressure of the 
tissue on the lymph-spaces and enables 
the lymphatic system to perform its 
office. In referring to infection (local), 
the same applies to any form of inflam- 
mation with much congestion. The 
writer has never seen such a theory ad- 
vanced, but can assure success if di- 
rections are followed. 

Make a compress of absorbent cot- 
ton (not cotton cloth), cover the foot 
and saturate with solution which is 
composed of one dram of sugar of lead 
and a pint of water that has been 
boiled.. If pus has commenced to form, 
use hot, if not, use cold. By covering 
the compress with oiled silk when the 
patient retires for the night, it requires 
less attention as it prevents the solution 
from evaporating. Cotton must be kept 
saturated and the foot elevated.

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DEMONSTRATION OF LOCAL AN- 
ESTHESIA IN CHIROPODY. 





On the evening of December 21, 
Dr. Maximilian Stern demonstrated the 
technique of injecting local anesthetics 
at the School of Chiropody of New 
York, before clinicians and students. 

A case of plantar papilloma, in which 
there were sufficient enlarged papillae 
to produce a decided elevation, even 
after the callous skin had been pared 
off, was selected by Dr. Stern as suita- 
ble for the demonstration, because of 
the extreme tenderness of these lesions, 
and the ease with which they may be 
rendered insensible by the injection. 

All the instruments were sterilized by 
boiling, though the immersion of their 
operative ends in pure carbolic acid 
for a few minutes was stated to be 
equally efficient. The field of opera- 
tion was painted with an alcoholic solu- 
tion of iodine and the injection given 
without further preparation. The an- 
esthetic solution is made by the addi- 
tion of 13 gr. tablet of alypin, or of 
novocain, to a dram of water, which 
makes a sufficient quantity of % per 
cent. solution for nearly any chiropodial 
operation. 

After the first puncture is made at 
any point just outside of the growth, 
pain ceases and the needle is advanced 
and drops deposited into the tissues 
every one-eighth inch, until it has gone 
its full length, or. the proper distance 
has been traversed. 

To obtain anesthesia of a wider area, 
it was necessary to withdraw the needle 
to nearly the starting point, and again 
inject in a line to the side of the 
original injection. This was done on 
the other side also, and a wide area of 
anesthesia was thus obtained. The in- 
jection was done slowly a few seconds 
being allowed to elapse between the 
advances of the needle. A _ torniquet 
applied around the extremity, just 
above the field of operation, retains 
the solution in the tissues and pre- 
vents its rapid escape into the circula- 
tion. After the completeness’ of the 
anesthesia has been demonstrated prick- 
ing the entire circumference with the 
hypodermic needle, and being informed 
by the patient that no sensation was 
felt, the doctor grasped the centre of 
the offending growth firmly with a 
mouse-tooth forceps, and rapidly cut it 
out to its full depth and circumference. 

The after treatment, should pain be 
experienced later, consisted in applying 
tincture of iodine to the raw cavity, 
and then applying a dry sterile dress- 


ing. The patient was instructed to 
apply a wet dressing. There should be 
no more pain with this method of treat- 
ment than with any other, and if 
iodine is used freely and sterile dessings 
are applied and no infected fingers or 
instruments are allowed to come in con- 
tact with the wound, infection cannot 
occur. 

Dr. Stern was of the opinion that 
were the chiropodists able to see the 
injection given more frequently, or were 
each allowed to perform the operation 
under the direct supervision of the sur- 
geon, the technique could be more 
readily acquired. Every student at the 
School is given individual instruction 
in this procedure, either by Prof. Levy 
or Prof. Stern, so that when they em- 
bark in practice they may be properly 
equipped to perform this service eff- 
ciently and intelligently.

Recently there came a woman of 
sixty or thereabouts to us and inquired 
what she could do to practise chiropody 
in New York State. She was selling a 
cartarrh cure, and desired to treat feet 
“as a side line.” When we told her the 
legal requirements, she remarked that 
she was too old to study, but that 
she was as competent to treat diseases 
of the feet as any woman in practice 
in the United States. To ascertain the 
depth of her chiropody knowledge we 
asked her a few questions, as follows: 

“Suppose a patient with an infected 
toe came to you, what would be your 
treatment?” 

“I'd put on a healing salve,” she 
replied. 

“What kind of a healing salve?” we 
inquired. 

“Any kind of a salve would do,” she 
replied. “I would wash it with carbolic 
acid, a teaspoonful to a quart of water, 
and keep the sore part wet with it.” 

“If you were to apply a wet dressing 
of a solution of carbolic acid, you would 
be very apt to cause gangrene, and the 


patient would be in danger of losing his 
toe and even his life,” we remarked. 
“Well, anything like that never hap- 
pened to me,” she replied, “and I’ve 
been treating feet for over forty years.” 
And to prove that she was a good 
chiropodist, she insisted upon taking 
off her shoe and showing us a foot 
which was devoid of corns and calluses.

After the skin or hide has been taken 
from an animal, there is a series of 
operations necessary before it can be 
put to the many uses that it, as leather, 
has. The preparation of the skin, in- 
cluding the removal of the hair and 
fat, and the many other steps that aid 
in making a skin pliable, tough and 
proof against the elements, is termed 
“tanning.” 

As the Indian accomplished this task, 
is what here concerns us. Its relation 
to our study of chiropody is in the 
fact that shoes are the cause of most 
all foot disorders, and shoes are a di- 
rect descendant of moccasins and other 
foot-gear of primitive people. 

There are many different methods 
and materials used in tanning. The 
three principal ones are: the use of fatty 
vegetable acids which coagulate the 
albumins, the exposure to the tannin 
found in tree bark, and the chemical 
method or use of German white tan- 
ning. This latter is composed of alum, 
potassium sulphate and aluminum sul- 
phate. 

Tree barks and such substances that 
go to make up a tanning preparation 
are of many kinds. Most common of 
all are: oak, hemlock, accacia, sumach, 
poison ivy and black walnut leaves and 
nut shells. When using this method, 
the tanning mixture and the hides are 
put into an excavation and left for the 
tannin to strike in. The process is 
very slow, often requiring a year’s time. 
An electric current, passed through the 
mixture will greatly accelerate the ac- 
tion of the tannin. 

The American Indian method of mak- 
ing leather differs from the others. It 
is very efficient but requires a consid- 
erable amount of muscular labor. The 
hide to be tanned is staked down, 
fleshy side up, and the flesh and fat 
scraped off with chisel-shaped bone in- 
struments which, since the coming of 
the white man, have been replaced by 
iron scraping edges held in bone han- 
dles. The hide is then reversed and 
the hair on the opposite side is scraped 
off. The next operation is to wash the 
fleshy side with warm water, after 
which, oily substances are rubbed into 
it. These fatty, oily, substances are 
of either plant or animal extraction. 
It is then left in the sun to dry and 
shrink while doing so. 


After the hide has dried, the treat- 
ment with water and fatty matter is 
again undertaken, and when soft, is 
stretched by the efforts of two Indian 
women using both their hands and 
feet. This work requires considerable 
strength. To prevent shrinkage, the 
skin is then dried by pulling and work- 
ing it, the feet as well as the hands of 
the operators being used in the process. 
What had been the flesh side, is rubbed 
with stones. As the skin becomes dry, 
it takes on a peculiar white color. 

The final step, or final drying and 
softening of the hide, is accomplished 
by sawing the hide back and forth over 
a sinew or rawhide thong. By this 
friction, there is a certain amount of 
heat generated. After this operation, 
the work is completed and the skin, 
now soft and dry, is ready for use. 

The dead white appearance of the 
finished hide is brightened by painting 
with juices of plants and other mate- 
rials. On moccasins and other articles 
of apparel, designs of beadwork have 
increased their beauty. It has been 
since the arrival of Europeans and 
their beads that this last-mentioned 
art has been more fully developed. 

We, as chiropodists in the making, 
will associate the tanning and preserv- 
ings of hides, thus making leather, with 
the manufacture of shoes and other 
footwear. The Indians made mocca- 
sins from these skins, and moccasins 
are a direct ancestor of the shoe: thus 
we may recognize a relation between 
their work and ours.

The by-laws of the Pedic Society pro- 
vide that the officers render a report at 
the annual meeting and in accordance 
with this provision, .as president of the 
society, I beg leave to submit the 
following:

The Annual Dues. 


During the past year it became nec- 
essary to pass an amendment raising 
the dues to $8 for the year 1914. As 
long back as two years ago it was 
pointed out by the late George Erff, 
then president of the society that it 
would be necessary to raise the dues 
to meet the obligations of the society. 
However, I refrained from urging this 
step until it became absolutely neces- 
sary, lest a deficiency might arise which 
would place the society in an embar- 
rassing position. It was not feasible 
to levy an assessment because that 
had been tried several years ago and 
was a failure, so the only thing left 
to do was to raise the dues for 1914. 
However, at the November meeting 
the dues were fixed for 1915 at the 
old rate of $5 per year. There are 
certain fixed charges of the society 
which must be met and the annual 
dues of $5 a year are barely sufficient 


or's salary, $500; Pedic Items subscrip- 
tions, $355; postage and printing, $100, 
incidentals, etc., $100. As the revenue 
of the society is less than $1,100 per 
vear it must be very clear to all that 
the greatest economy must be observed 
to keep within our means.

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have the same legal rights as have 
those in the other health professions 
Therefore your president has had a 
bill drawn up the counsel of the 
society to be presented to the present 
legislature which provides for the ex- 
emption of chiropodists from jury duty. 


Legislation to Enable Chiropodists 
to Obtain Cocaine. 


The law permits chiropodists of the 
State of New York to use cocaine for 
local anesthesia, but the only way in 
which the chiropodist can at the pres- 
ent time obtain cocaine is through the 
prescription of a physician. So that 
the chiropodist may be given his legal 
right, the executive board has discussed 
the matter of obtaining such rights by 
legislation, and accordingly a commit- 
tée, consisting of Drs. Redell and Sjo- 
gren have been appointed to confer 
with Dr. Lewi and Counselor Dyer for 
the purpose of drafting a bill to be pre- 
sented to the legislature at its present 
session. 


Illegal Practice of Chiropody. 


Due to the vigilance of the chairman 
of the prosecuting committee, cases of 
the illegal practice of chiropody are 
being closely watched. Where the vio- 
lation is flagrant, immediate action is 
taken. In this regard, the president 
desires to express his thanks to Mr. 
John B. Dyer, counselor to the society, 
for his energetic and effective work in 
prosecuting cases of illegal chiropody 
practice. 


The Up-State Divisions . 


The condition of the Up-State Divi- 
sions is much improved. The Erie 
County Division, owing to the shortage 
of chiropodists in the northwestern sec- 
tion of the State, cannot get its full 
quota of members, and therefore does 
not participate in the debates, as do 
the Albany and Monroe Divisions; nev- 
ertheless, the Erie Division meets quite 
regularly, and its small quota of mem- 
bers are among the most enthusiastic 
practitioners in the State. It is a de- 
plorable fact that the Onondaga County 
Division meets but seldom, but the 
practitioners of Syracuse and vicinity 
do not seem to take an interest in their 
Division as do the chiropodists in other 
parts of the State. A great deal of 
credit for enthusiastic work in organiz- 
ing the chiropodists is due to the efforts 
of Daniel M. Hogan, John H. Callahan, 
Louis A. Clarey, William I. La Fon and 
others of the Albany Division. Those
